Being thus accouter d, and well refreſhefl my

much diſcontent, looking often very wildly, 
proteſting I would rather die a thouſand Deaths, 
than ſerve ſo cruel a Maſter ; and one Day offer- 
ing to cut my Throat, when I knew I was 


withal adviſed to fell me ſpeedily, or I would 
certainly make away with myſelt ; who there» 
upon ſold me to a Greek, and he being inward- 
ly a Chriſtian, though in that Barbarous Place 
be durſt nor publickly profeſs his Religion, I 
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i -quickly-found my Condition altered, fox I was 
no treated with much Mildneſs, which made 
m Work eaſie to me; with him 1 lived till ſuch 
Aime as I made jmy Eſcape in Diſguiſe to ſome 
1 Hrtueguſe Shi ps that lay in the Road, and came 
to Redeem Slaves ; and ſo coming.to Portugal, 
aud there being deſtitute of Money and Friends, 
enter d myſelt on Board an Eaſt- India Man, 
and proſecuted my intended Voyage, ſuffering 
many Miſeries by the Way; when coming before 
Dia, we found Ships firing upon the Cattle in a 
Hoſtile manner, and therefore not knowing the 
Qauſe, we made to Sea again, and failed to Goa, 
a large 5 by, the Portugals, and be- 
ing upon a Trading Voyage, we left that Place, 
and touched at others, where I. made a curious 
W. Enquiry into the Manners, Cuſtoms, and Re- 
ligion of the Natives, and found them for the 
moſt Part. ſtrange, and in ſome Places, Inhu- 
mane and Monſtrous: And at laſt coming into 
W Small Road, I found there ſome Engliſh Shi ps, 
aud being, by this Time very deſirous to ſee my 
Native Country, I prevailed with my Portugal 
Captain, in lieu of my Pay that I had due to 
me, to diſmiſs me; and thereupon with much 
Joy I Entered myſelf on Board an Engliſh Man,
